Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative argued that there is a structural difference 
between the claimed impedance matching circuitry, which is configured to match the impedance of an RF signal 
between about 50 KHz and 14.2 MHz (ex. Claims 17, 19), and the impedance matching circuitry of the combination of 
Suemasa et al. and Deguchi et al., which is configured according to the teachings of Suemasa et al. to match a first 
frequency in a range of 2 to 10 MHz and a second frequency of 10 MHz or higher. Applicant's representative argued 
that the large frequency difference between the two frequencies in the embodiments taught by Suemasa et al. would 
necessitate structurally different circuitry than that recited in the claims, which is configured to match two frequencies 
relatively close together in magnitude. Applicant's representative argued that Suemasa et al. fails to disclose the 
claimed ranges in frequency with sufficient specificity, and that Suemasa et al. expressly teaches to have two 
frequencies far apart in magnitude to avoid invasion of one frequency into the other other power supply mechanism 
side. (Column 7, Lines 8-20) Examiner maintained the rejection set forth in the last office action, and reiterated the 
arguments set forth in the office action, namely that the ranges in frequency taught by Suemasa et al. meet the broadly 
recited ranges of the claims with sufficent specificity and overlap to anticipate the claimed ranges, and that the 
impedance matching circuitry taught by the combination of Suemasa et al. and Deguchi et al. would be structurally 
capable of performing in the manner claimed by Applicant. It was indicated that these issues may be further discussed 
and clarified in an in-person interview with Applicant and Applicant's representative. 
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
